Destroyers Sail. 
LONDON, Aug. 26. — (INS)— 
The British 
destroyers 
Veteran 
and W anderer, sailed from Malta 
today, according to an exchange 
telegraph 
dispatch 
from 
Malta, 
bound for Palestine to help quell 
the Moslem-Jewish rioting. 
H. M. S. Courageous sailed from 
Malta at 9 a. rn. for Palestine with 
the second battalion of the South 
Staffordshire regiment, according 
to a dispatch from 
Malta. 
The 
Courageous is an aircraft carrier. 


.SANDUSKY, O.. Aug 26.—(INS.) 
—Ohio Elks will formally Institute 
their annual convention here this 
evening.

Protest Killings. 
LONDON, Aug. 26.—The United 
States governm ent is understood 
to have cabled the Palestine gov­ 
ernm ent a formal protest to the 
killing of American citizens ar He­ 
bron, and demanding that stronger 
measure 
be 
taken 
to 
protect 
American lives, according to the 
Central News correspond* ut at Je­ 
rusalem today. 
The American consul at Jerusa­ 
lem repudiated a report that Amer­ 
ican warships had been ordered to 
Palestine waters. 


JERUSALEM, Aug. 26—(INS)—Twenty American Jewish stu­ 
dents were among the 70 Jews killed In fighting with Moslems at 
Hebron, according to information received here this afternoon. 
Order has been restored at Hebron. 
Numerous attacks by Mos­ 
lems against outlying Jewish villages were reported. 
Most of them 
were repulsed. 
This city is ouiet though normal life has not been 
completely resumed. Reports that airplanes bombed Lefts are denied. 
Hostilities Subside. 
After three days of violent riot­ 
ing and fighting between Moslems 
and Jews at Jerusalem , hostilities 
had subsided today, although an 
air of tenseness and anxiety pre 
vailed. 
The death toll in the fighting at 
Jerusalem and in the suburbs Is 
unofficially estim ated at from 
85 
to upwards of IOO. 
Martial 
law 
has been extended from Jerusalem 
to embrace the entire countryside, 
according to Central News. Rein­ 
forcements of British soldiers and 
marines ayejjxpected at Jerusalem 
and nearby points Immediately. 
A number of 
airplanes, armed 
with machina guns, were keeping 
constant aerial watch and that, as 
a result, the excitement of the pop­ 
ulace 
had 
lessened. 
However, 
shops were still closed and trade 
was at a standstill, but the food 
supplies were normal.

One of the most appealing u n in 
corporated hamlets of C o lu m b ia n a 
county is Cavers in Wayne town 
ship.

By 
inaugurating a policy of retrenchm ent, Hitchcock 
actually turned the tide and in 1911 showed a cash 
surplus of $219,118-a trifling sum but a direct re­ 
versal of past form which for years had shown mil­ 
lions of loss. 
Post maw tar General Burleson, m President Wil­ 
son's administration, continued showing a surplus, 
despite the fact that th© parcel post service wan 
begun with his assumption of office. For six succor 
Hive years a postal surplus was shown, the last 
two years, however, enjoying the increased rates 
levied as a war measure ami which yielded $115, 
892,000. 
This happy slate of affairs was short-lived. It was 
claimed that the surpluses were fictitious or at least 
forced by delaying until later years, costs which 
normally should have fallen on the post office de­ 
partment. From whatever cause, the last surplus, 
thai of 1919, wa* turned into a $17,270,000 deficit 
in the following year and one of $ 157,517,000 iu 1921. 
The latter huge* loss wa* due to the fact that, in 
1921, $76,130,000 in delayed railway pay was paid 
lo the carriers. Since that time there have been 
heavy postal deficits ©ach year ranging 
upwards: 
from a minimum of $22,695,000.

These latter, as are the former 
now, will he under th e immediate 
direction of Adam McWilliam. who 
has supervision of the farm which 
for several years by now has been 
one of the show places of the 
Panhandle district and compares 
favorably with only similar rural 
plots within the commonwealth de­ 
voted to cattle breeding, farming 
and fruit culture. 
L ater these same selections wi‘h 
perhaps others th at m ay later bf 
added to them will be taken to the 
International cattle 
showing 
in 
Chicago, 111., and to m any other 
cities as far west as Denver. Col. 
T he latter assem blags is scheduled 
for Jan u ary of next year. Displays 
are m ade at regular intervals even 
during th e winter months. 
W h at is regarded by Mr. Smith 
and his attaches and assistants at 
the farm as perhaps the best heifer 
and bull th at h a re been reared by 
him on 
the attractive farm are 
now being given special attention 
prelim inary to some of these ex­ 
hibitions th at are to follow. 
Bul 
a few m onths old they having be^n 
born since the first of the year the 
pair loom with characteristics that 
will attrac t pertinent attention to 
them. 
As such they have a bright 
future. 
T here are some 140 of the fine 
Herefords which Sm ith has been 
engaged In raising on the place 
just now though the selling season 
has been alm ost concluded. In ad­ 
dition he has about sixteen nurse 
cows for 
the 
growing 
calves. 
These latter are Jerseys and Hol­ 
steins. 
Barley boiled for a half day in 
an adjacent cook house and mixed 
with dry grain and cut green corn 
is now given them. 
All of which 
goes far in making of additional 
milk. 
T his departure with the general 
I dimensions and attractiveness of 
I the farm of 1,600 acres of land 
with its fields of mingled oats and 


alfalfa and those of corn alone to 
say nothing of tile 16,000 Willow 
and Wealthy apple trees that have 
beeu set out all over tell merged 
former farms in sections of it sere 
to attract many visitors to the 
place. 
“On Sundays the crowds arc 
usually so great that we have to 
keep tile barns locked for fenr ot 
the careless use of cigarette or 
cigars by some in them .” remarked 
Alexander Stormont who has Hie 
care of the barn and the feeding 
of the cattle. 
Two riding horses equipped with 
western saddles behind which are 
the raincoats of cowboys carefully 
wrapped for the eventualities of 
had weather give th e spot the ap 
pearance of a ranch.

the place for the cattle’s use. 
There are about ten men kept 
in steady employment on the farm 
with others being engaged for ad 
iitional labor th at may lie neces- 
sary. There are ten houses also at 
various sections of the farm and 
hey stand out iii their neatness, 
modern 
appointm ents 
and 
the 
presence about each 
of 
them of 
ertiie gardens containing practi­ 
cally all vegetables th at can 
be 
grown In this section of the coun­ 
try. 
No longer is the rock crusher 
that once was utilized to powder 
lime being used.
